Executive Committee. The 
OFA Board refused to accept, 
less than $20,000 and gave the 
OCA two weeks to commit that 
amount. 

Jim Magee, OCA President, 
stated, ‘“‘In my discussions 
with the OFA President, I tried 
to convey the view that the 
emphasis is on negotiating a 
fee satisfactory to both aoe 
and that we were willing to 
continue negotiations. I 
pointed out to the OFA Presi- 


dent that five of the 11 county © 


associations submitting resolu- 
tions to the OCA Annual Meet- 
ing proposed a fee much lower 
than our offer of $10,000, while 
only three county associations 
proposed a fee of $20,000 or 
more with the remainder prop- 
osing a negotiated settlement. 

“With the views that our 
Board members had received 
from the grassroots level, they 
felt that the offer of $10,000 for 
1989 and a proposal to the 1990 
OCA Annual Meeting of $15,000 
was a fair offer. Even after the 
OFA Board had demanded a 
fee of at least $20,000, I offered 
to go back to. my Board to see if 
they would accept a fee in the

wigs on host trees. Feeding is 
not noticeable at first because 
the leaves are expanding 
rapidly. Later, however, as the 
larvae approach full size (3.5 
cm), they eat much more, and 
may consume most of the 
leaves on the tree, At this time, 
usually . mid-June, the black 
and blue-to-gray caterpillars 
wander a great deal and 
become a real nuisance. 
When they stop feeding they 
spin silken cocoons in any 
convenient place on trees and 
buildings, then, change to 
moths in about two weeks. 
Following mating, the light 
brown moths lay approximate- 
ly 150 eggs in bands encircling 
tree twigs.

The sclera may occur 
anywhere in the nervous 
system. Early symptons. are 
usually slight and go away. 
However, as time goes by, they 
might become more numerous 
and severe. The typical 
pattern is a short period / of 
acute symptons (exacerba- 
tion) followed by a disappear- 
ange of symptoms for weeks, 
months, or even years 
(remission). 

There is no way to 
when an attack (exacerbation) 
will decur, how long it will last 
or how much it clear or remit. 
It appears that stress is a 
factor which may bring out 
Po symptons and,it is 

lieved , may precipitate an 
attack. 

Fatigue is a major factor in 
M:S. and 70 per cent of patients 
experience this as a disabling 
factor in their illness. It may 
occur for no apparent reason, 
late in the morning or after 
lunch. Most patients must 
learn to conserve energy. They 
may start out for a 
walk,appearing and feeling 
fairly normal, then suddenly 
feel extremely tired. This is 
most frustrating as often’ 
friends and families may not 
understand how the person is 
feeling. : 

Detection- can be very diffi- 
cult. It’s often several years 
from first ca a wees to ascer- 
tain diagnosis, because there is 
no specific laboratory test for 
M.S. Early symptoms are 
often so sight, en they disap- 
pear arid patient not 
go to the doctor.

Severances of land for sale 
or personal use have become 
confusing and hard to 
comprehend in Hastings Coun- 
ty to say the very least. 

In some townships it is a 
condition of severance that 
three and a half gallons of 
potable water be on the proper- 
ty. In some cases, this is 
permissable to be lake water 
or springs; in other cases, the 
drilled well and proof of supply 
(well drillers report). 

If rezoning is required, this 
must be applied for, as well as 
payment, the severance 
obtained and the water supply 
proof or the whole works goes 
down the drain as the deed will 
not be given final stamp. 

Now this means one can drill 
the well first and risk refusal of 
the balance or alternatively 
risk severing and then try for 
water. Either way, it is risky 
dollar-wise. 

This is, of course, a protec- 
tive measure for the consumer 
who may be left with a dry 


piece of property. On the other 
side of the coin, it may leave 
the person owning the propert 
with less money in the ban 
account and a hole in the 
ground. 

Another new wrinkle is the 
access road on County-owned 
roads. This little confuser is 
also a condition severance; 
very simply, it states that a 
40-foot strip across the front is 
deeded to the County and if 
more than one or two sever- 
ances are made, then one 
common entrance will be used 
to reduce traffic problems 
caused by strip development. 

This strip must be graded 
and gravelled by the-severer. 
Confusion is still around-as to 
who is going to maintain this 
strip in the future. Z 

Variations between town- 
ships are the real incom- 
prehensible part (to some 
general public). It seems that 
in some areas farmland is 
sacrosanct, and in others it 
really doesn’t matter. What 


one must try to understand 
here is that the rules change so 
quickly that what was OK as 
recently as yesterday may not 
apply today. 


The major reason for the 
variation in. tewnships is the 
feeling that each township 
should know best for their area 
and certain portions of the 
severance procedure are left to 
them. Thus the obvious differ- 
ances as one takes that Sunday 
drive and sees what is going 


an. 

This definitely is not a 
complete report .of the situa- 
tion.as it exists. I write these 
few remarks for those who 
may be giving consideration to 
severne property. The 
accepted rules that applied a 
few years ago may or not exist 


’ in some form. 


Before you do anything, 
check with your municipality, 
the County, and if near a water 
course, the Conservation 
Authority, or if you are near an 
operating farming operation, 
the Agriculture Rep. There is 
little use of going through the 
process and then finding out 

rmission; obviously, wiil not 

granted by one of these 
ies. , 

Even then, you may come up 
against some unexpected 
hurdles. Do not ask broad base 
questions. Be explicit, lot, 
concession, exact location on 
the lot, whether it is Township 
or County road. 

What may apply on one part of 
a lot, may not be the same on 

another due to curves, wetness 

or other reasons. Some munici- 

palities even limit the number 
of severances given until these 

are built on. This one I have a 

little problem understanding, 

but nevertheless it can exist in 

‘some municipalities.

A firm without enough inven- 
ony risks losing its customers 
and goodwill, says Butler. But 
‘he quickly adds that if too 
much inventory starts building 
up, the company finds itself 
with less money for other 
activities, such as paying off 
debts or using it to generate 
some interest income. 


One rule-of-thumb suggests 
that it costs 25 cents a year to 
store $1 of inventory. That 
means it could cost $25,000 a 
year to store $100,000 of inven- 
tory once the fixed. costs of 
paperwork, insurance, office 
overhead and foregone interest 
interest are added up, explains 
Butler. ‘‘It’s important to think 
of inventory as real money, not 
just boxes in the ware- 

ouse,’ he says. 


Once a business reaches a 
certain size, it can purchase 
something called a ‘‘perpetual 
inventory system” which 
constantly revises the inven- 
tory list as every purchase is 
checked out at the cash regis- 
ter. 


Smaller companies which 
can't justify that sort of 
expense, or low volume manu- 
facturing operations which 
don’t use cash registers, can 
purchase a personal computer 
and an inventory management 
software package that will 
keep track of the raw mater- 
ials coming in, 

roduct going out and the 
inventory that build-up along 
the way. 

A high quality package, 
including a personal computer 
and a superior software pack- 
age, can be bought for $40,000, 
says Butler. But if the 
company has less than $100,000 
in annual sales, a personal 
computer and a basic s read- 
sheet package will do an 
adequate job. 


‘ A basic computer and 
software that monitors inven- 
tory can pay for itself in less 
than six months through better 
eash management,’ says 
Butler. 


“Unfortunately, one area 
where many small businesses 
fall down miserably is their 
internal management. Many 
small businesses don’t have 
the discipline to do the paper- 
work that’s necessary to keep 
track of all the raw material 
coming into the business and 
the finished product that's 
leaving.” 

Butler-also urges small busi- 
ness to introduce their inven- 
tory mamagement system 
when they're just starting out. 

That way the good habits are 
easy to learn and the system 
will be easy to upgrade later 
on, he adds.

‘he Impact of Violence on 
*hildren 

Children are often the unin- 
ended victims of wife assault 
vyhen they witness violence 
lirected at their mothers. 
*hildren may be accidently 
1urt when they try to stop the 
iolence or protect their 
nother. 

A man who abuses his wife 
nay also abuse his children. A 
yornan who is abused may 
vent her rage and frustration 
yn her children. Whether 
abused themselves or witness 
o violence, there is no doubt 
hat children in domestic 
violence families are 
suffering. 

This behavior destroys their 
sense of safety and security 
within a family. They seldom 
have an adequate elaigosty 
with their fathers. Although 
many children living with the 
threat of violence are close to 
their mothers, the mothers 
cannot be fully available to 
tend to the children’s needs 
when they are forced to fight 
for their own survival on a 
daily basis. 

Children know their parents 
are not able to deal with their 
hurts or even be aware of them 
at times. Because their 
parents are too tied up with 
their own miseries, children 
are forced to find indirect ways 
to express their hurts, getting 
the attention they need. In 
essence, they are crying out 
for help. 

Studies have found that boys 
from violent homes are more 
aggressive, more assaultive to 
their peers, have more prob- 
lems with authority, and are 
very destructive of their and 
other's property. A young man 
in a violent-environment may 
try to become his mother’s 
protector while his father is in 
the home. Ironically, if the 
father leaves the home, this 
same son often moves into his 
Dad's footsteps and abuses his 
mother if he feels she is step- 
ping out of line. There is little 
doubt then that this violent 
behavior is learned and the 
cycle of violence continues. 

Girls who grow up in violent 
homes cope somewhat better 
than boys. Even though girls 
from violent homes are 10 
times more likely to have 
behavioral or emotional prob- 
lems than those from normal 
homes, they usually share the 
family secret with others. 

Teenage girls may suffer 
further from the father. He 
may begin to treat her like a 
second wife. His jealousies and 
excessive use of control, usual- 
ly reserved for his wife, may 
now be directed towards his 
daughter. He sometimes is 
very suspicious of her interest 
in boys. Girls from violent 
homes experience much grea- 
ter difficulty standing up for 
themselves and taking protec- 
tive action, leaving little doubt 
that victim behaviour ‘1s 
learned. 

Not all children in violent 
homes are doomed to repeat 
their parents’ patterns. It is 
crucial that we do not partici- 
pate in a self-fulfilling prophe- 
cy giving children the message 
that if they grow up in a violent 
home they will become violent

The Ontario Federation of 
Agriculture has publicly come 
out with documentation and 
recommendations regarding 
its: position on waste 
management. 

After almost two years of 
sifting through extensive 
material and a great deal of 
discussion, a handbook on 
waste management is avail- 
able through the office in 
Toronto. 

This handbook, while not 
goin into great technical 
etail, explains many of the 
basic problems and suggests 
some solutions. It also deals 
with the procedures involved 
in the ultimate disposal of solid 
household waste. 

The materials gathered and 
recommended by the adhoc 
committee on waste manage- 
ment were put into print by a 
team from the University of 
Guelph. The handbook is quite 
readable and is not volumous. 
As has been noted, much tech- 
nical detail has been omitted, 
as well as reams of statistical 
data. 

Our next project is to work 
on the chemical disposal 
container aspect, as it affects 
farms. As some who know me 
already are aware, I personal- 
ly feel that the handbook does 
not go far enough.

If we are to discuss the 
problems intelligently with the 
ministries who control these 
things, then we need a much 
more extensive book. If some- 
one asks what a cow is and you 
reply, ‘‘an animal’’, that may 
be acceptable if the person is a 
child.

Dear Editor 


I read the news item about 
the Village fire bell in your 
issue of May 10. Reference was 
made to its prior installation in 
the old firehall on St. Lawrence 
Street in 1927. My ‘curiosity 
was aroused. : 

-. Is this the bell which hung in 
the year 1919 on a wooden 
“tfestle built on a knoll behind 
the old bakery, now an antique 
shop, at the corner of St.

“Sparks and ashes from a 
fire. a pote uni or any naked 
flame touching the canvas can 
ignite the tent and burn it to the 
ground in less than a minute,

In 1988. the Canadian tent 
industry switched to flame- 
retardant canvas and nylon 
fabrics in response to stringent 
flammability limits proposed 
under the Hazardous Products 
Act.

all the leaves off of our trees” 


doesn’t mean that your tree is 
going to die. 

According to John Harris, 
your trees will refoliate in 
three to four weeks but the 
forest tent caterpillar doesn’t 
help ariy because once they 
have eaten the leaves the tree 
becomes more susceptible to 
disease and‘could possibly die 
depending on how many times 
the tree defoliates due to the 
caterpillar. 

To do something about it call

Wife assault is a crime. It is 
a silent crime, a hidden crime, 
that usually occurs in the 
pave), of a home. Seldom are 


here witnesses. When an. 


assault occurs between non- 
family members, legal conse- 
quences flow naturally to 
restrain and punts the attack- 
er and protect the victim. 
Assault is viewed differently 
when it occurs within the inti- 
macy of the Family. There was 
wariness toward using authori- 
ty to invade Family privacy. 
Since 1983, the police in 
Ontario have been directed by 
the Attorney General to lay 
charges in all cases of domes- 


tic violence where it is appro- 
priate. The directive states 
that ‘officers do no have to 
witness the assault bu only 
need to have reasonable and 
robable grounds to believe 
he assault occurred before 
ey lay a charge.”’

ONLEY AND MP HELP TO 
BREAK MEDIA BARRIERS 
by Phil Johnson 

For the past four years, 
David Onley has been CityTV’s 
knowledgeable on-air space 
and environment specialist. 
He’s also the only visibly 
disabled broadcaster on a 
major Canadian network. And, 
he’s only one of a handful of 
people with such a job in North 
America. 

He feels fortunate to be the 
first with a handicap to break 
into the field. But Onley is 
concerned that other qualified 
handicapped people have not 
made it into broadcasting. 

“I thought that after four 

ears (in TV) there'd be some- 

y else,” says Onley, 38, a 
victim of polio at age three, 
who as a result has had to rely 
on a cane and leg braces. — 

Onley feels he’s been in a 
unique position to help others 
like himself. When he joined 
CityTV, ‘he thought his 
presence might open doors to 
qualified ‘ handicapped 
persons. But such is no the 
casé, at least not yet. 

At the school level, he says 
the handicapped in journalism 
and radio-TV courses are 
discouraged because there’s a 
lack of role models in the 
media. 

He likens the situation. to 
professional baseball in the 
1940s. That’s when a talented 
black player, Jackie Robinson, 
broke the color barrier and 
was hired by a pro team. But it 
took years of languishing in the 
minors and black leagues 
before he got there. 

Onley, who calls himself. a 
“support player’ at CityTV, 
says there’s a need for hand- 
icapped people in more impor- 
tant positions in television. For

Warkworth is well-known for 
its Cheese. House that nestles 
at the base of the Hastings Hill 
when travelling north on Coun- 
ty Rd. 25. Inside the neat little 
ouse, there is a vast array of 
cheeses, specialty foods, and 
all kinds of unique and quaint 
gifts. There is even a supply of 

souvenir T-shirts and caps. 
Outdoors, on the grassy hill- 
side opposite, fourteen thor- 
oughbred Holstein cows quiet- 
ly graze. It gives a hint of 
witzerkand to visit this little 
gem of a shop situated in such 

a picturesque surrounding. 

. On the Victoria Day weekend 
the Cheese House was active 
with visitors from such places 
as Oshawa, Toronto and 
Bowmanville. Groups came in 
station wagons, some sat in 
their cars enjoying the gener- 
ous gobs of ice cream while 
others browsed and bought 
cheese from the great variety 
available. A few visitors 
crossed the road where the 
cows drew close to the fence to 
welcome them to Warkworth. 

The Cheese House is open 
seven days a week to serve the 
Community and has a staff of 


six, one full-time and five 


part-time. Ruth Newman has 
seen a great many changes 
having been an employee for 
fifteen years. In July she will 
be recognized by being 
presented with an Award. 

The year 1979 saw an end to 
cheese being made in the 
Warkworth factory and the 
company was bought out b 
Ault Foods Ltd. in 1980. Ault 
also owns Balderson Cheese 
Ltd., in Balderson, Ontario 
which was founded in 1881. 
Balderson cheddars are a 
favourite and in 1986, were 
judged World Champion from 


among 600 international 
entries at the World Cheese 
Competition. 


“As well as the Balderson 
Cheddars sold here’’, said 
Ruth, “‘the cheese curd is a 
popular item and sells out 
quickly.”” There is a definite 
interest taken by customers in 
the amounts of cholesterol 
contained in the dairy products 
and often ask for the skim milk 
and low-cholesterol items. We 
stock approximately 18 variet- 
ies of cheese, as well as 
imports, such as the Danish 
cheeses.’’Ruth is responsible 
for creating the attractive 
basket arrangements for 
Christmas gifts that are in 


_ great demand at holiday time. 


On long weekends, Everett 
(Tab) Fowler, retired Cheese- 
maker, opens up the old 
wooden building behind the 
present Cheese House which 
was the old Warkworth Cheese

The Warkworth Cheese 


Factory (1880). A venerable 


wooden wagon stands outside 
the building flanked by two 
ancient 40-gallon milk cans 
and a set of scales. 

At 7.00 a.m. Tab lights the 
long firebox under a large vat 
that measures 12 feet by 2 feet, 
in preparation for making 
cheese curd as a 
demonstration. 

The vat holds eight cans, 80 

unds of milk in each, which 
is heated to 90 degrees Fahren- 
heit. Tab keeps a close watch 
on the thermometer that is 
suspended in the milk. The 
smell of the hardwood in the 
firebox below completes the 
atmosphere and is reminiscent 
of cheese-making in days gone 
by’as Tab explains the proce- 
dure and the importance of 
addin the starter. He used 16 
ounces of bacterial culture 
which is kept in the latpe 
freezer room in the nearby 
building where cheese was 
made up until 1980. ‘“This sits 
about an hour,”’ said Tab,‘‘and 
then Rennet is added which 
thickens the milk.’’Slowly and 
methodically Tab rakes the 
milk watching for the bubbles 
to appear as it thickens. 


As Tab walks back and forth 
by the vat continuously raking, 
he recalls his early days in 1937 
when he worked with his 
father, Curtis Fowler, for the 
Ideal Cheese Company, in 
Norham which was owned by 
farmers. ‘‘When my father 
died in 1945, I went to work at 
the Cheese Factory on the old 
Hastings Road by Mill Creek 
owned by Doug Rowe, ’he said. 
“Doug was well-known for his 
cheesemaking through the 
years.” The factory was not 
only revered by the adults in 
the area, but children were 


known to stop on their way 


from school and were given 
handouts of cheese that had 
been freshly made.One Wark- 
worth resident recalls, as a 
schoolgirl in 1904, watching the 
horses draw the wagons carry- 
ing the milk cans after leaving 
the weigh scales. 

‘‘Later on,’ continued 
Tab,‘‘it was natural for me to 
make the move to the building 
in the present location.’’He 
spoke fondly of his cheesemak- 
ing days with Doug Rowe and 
the many hours of,hard work

be increased to 102 degrees 
which melts the butter fat and 
the substance begins to look 
like cottage‘ cheese.’’ Curd 
knives are used for cutting and 
the whey-has to be taken off. 
Tab pointed out the wooden 
curd mill made by the late Reg 
Barton, well-known cheese- 
maker in the Village, who had 
worked at the factory. ‘Reg 
‘also made the wooden benches 
that we use here,’’said Tab, 
‘as well as the rake I am 
using. Reg was nicknamed 
‘‘Muffins’’to his friends 


because he used to make - 


muffins and give them out with 
a taste of cheese to the visitors 
who came here.” 

After the curd is salted it is 
put into hoops. each covered 
with a cheese cap, put on the 

resser and left until the 
ollowing day, after which time 
it is taken out and the hoops 
are cleaned and waxed. Tab 
does a thorough-cleanup job 
before leaving. The large vat 
and all utensils are scrubbed 
with soap and scalding water. 
“The next demonstration will 
likely be on the Canada Day 


weekend,” said Tab,‘‘and the . 


last one on Thanksgiving 
weekend.” 

Marvin Orr and Rodney 
Newman are the two alternate 
Milk Receivers employed by 
the company,. Rodne 
duty on the long weekend and 
between milk truck arrivals 
and his othe? duties, gracious- 
ly explained how the milk is 
received into three silos totall- 
ing 204,000 litres from the milk 
trucks.

Tidbits on cheese
